T. P. Schanch of this county is de- 
fendant in a queer lawsuit brought 
against him by V. M. Mach. 

Schanch has a pasture adjoining 
Mach’s premises and keeps a large 
number of hogs in it during the sum- 
mer. There is on Mach’s place, just ; 
on the line between the two pieces : 
of land, a barn which was set upon 
posts about 18 inches from the ground. 
The ground slopes toward the pas- 
ture, so that the barn is higher on 
that side and the floor joists run 
crosswise with the building, their 
end coming up to the property line 
next to the pasture. During the re- 
cent hot weather the hogs crowded 
into the shade of the barn, broke 
the fence and crawled between the 
joists.

Prof. Edward A. Ross, University 
of Nebraska, who coined the expres- 
sion “race suicide,” invented two 
new words last Friday in the course 
of a lecture before the summer students 
at the University of Chicago. Both 
of the new words are adjectives. He 
called our American life a “flap- 
doodle” and a “patent leather” exis- 
tence, says the Chicago Examiner. 

The professor- was talking about 
race suicide, which, he averred, is 
sapping the vitality of the Nation. 
Here are some of the things he said: 

Race suicide is the result of our too 
democratic institutions. 

Large cities are an import-ant cause 
of race suicide. ' City life makes 
celibacy comfortable. 

Higher education of women is an- 
other cause of race suicide. The girl 
is a student when she should be a 
wife. 

Social climbing or “patent leather 
life,” is a cause of race suicide. Society 
women care more for social position 
than for children and sacrifice the 
latter to attain the former. 

The so-called “higher classes” live 
a “flap-doodle” life of ease and indo- 
lence, which discourages the rearing 
of children. 

And, continued Prof. Ross, the doom 
of the American race is not far dis- 
tant if something is not done to 
remedy these conditions. Dr. Ross 
suggested these remedies: 

Restrict immigration. 

Teack. women it is better to be a 
mother of five sons than the wisest or 
most famous of blue stockings. 

Democracy has caused race suicide 
because it has given ever man a chance 
to rise in life and in the mad struggle 
children have been sacrificed as im- 
pediments.

At 
first it might seem that the revenge | 
was aimed at her succssful rival, but 
the man is really the one at whom 
the trust is made, for if he were sor- 
did enough to divorce his wife to se- 
cure a fortune he would soon become 
an object of pity, for the contempt of 
his neighbors would make life un- 
bearable. But what shall we say of 
the revengeful spirit which affixed the 
condition of the bequest. Possibly she 
thought she loved the man, but true 
love shows itself in a different way. 

If she had loved him as many have 
loved she would either have kept 
silent, or, if she wanted to leave him 
money, she would have left it for him 
to use to promote his own happiness 
and welfare. Her love was of the 
kind that leads young men to kill 
their sweethearts (when they have 
been rejected) and then kill them- 
selves. 

It is a selfish love — if love can be 
selfish — that prompts one to punish 
the object of his affection. Sacrifice 
is the language of love. “Greater 
love hath no man than this that he 
lay down his life for his friend” — but 
the so-called love which extract a 
penalty has in it the element of re- 
venge rather than genuine affection.
